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Sondia Employees Go All-Out With Help for Needy 


Sandia employees are airain 
this year helpinir to make 
Christmas a little brighter for 
less fortunate people. The 
Christmas charity projects are 
undertaken by many organiza¬ 
tions in lieu of exchanging cards 
with fellow workers. 

Several Sandia organizations 
helped the International Broth¬ 
erhood of Electrical Workers 
Union with its Christmas project 
of helping underprivileged chil¬ 
dren. They are 2723, 2713, 2451. 
4231. 4234-1. 4233, 4511, 1110 
and 1120, besides several other 
employees from throughout the 
Corporation. 

Employees each took the name 
of a child and bought a gift 
which was presented at the 
IBEW Christmas party for the 
children at Washington Junior 
High School last Saturday. 

The children also need shoes 
and clothing and anyone who 
wishes to donate articles to them 
should call Ed Jenkins or Phil 
Rogers, both on ext.

These 
men will see that donations are 
picked up and delivered. 

The local is comprised of about 
200 Sandia Laboratory electricians 
and electronics workers. 

“We asked all interested persons 
to contribute gifts for the chil¬ 
dren.*’ said C. M. Judd ^4234), 
president of the local. 

The children ranged in age from 
six to 12 and were selected from 
the Albuquerque area by various 
welfare agencies.

Em¬ 
ployees are giving cash to buy 
gifts, and also will donate cloth¬ 
ing, toys and school supplies for 
the children.

Liveiinore Laboratory is again 
featuring a display of traditional 
“luminarias” during the Christ¬ 
mas season* highlighted this year 
by the addition of a large Califor¬ 
nia scene mounted on the roof of 
the administration building. 

The huge scene, measuring 14 
by 40 feet, depicts a Christmas 
celebration in the Sierras ob¬ 
served by the pioneers on their 
way west. The design is the work 
of Millard Taylor, technical illus¬ 
trator in Section 8232-5. who was 
assisted by Prank Parr and Harold 
Peterson, both of 8222-2, in prepar¬ 
ing the finished scene, ”Mill” out¬ 
lined the giant mural by project¬ 
ing his original sketches onto 
large pieces of fiber board, tracing 
in the outlines and adding detail 
as he went along. 

Mill spent a week of his 
vacation doing research for the 
projects in the archives of the 
State Capitol Building in Sac¬ 
ramento and in local libraries 
and historical societies. His re¬ 
search turned up old newspaper 
accounts describing early 
Christmas celehrations in Cal¬ 
ifornia. The lavermore Labora¬ 
tory library also helped by pro¬ 
viding Mill with a bibliography 
listing articles written about 
California. 

The final display, cut up in 
sections for ease in handling, was 
mounted on the roof of Bldg, 911 
by personnel from the Mainten¬ 
ance Division (8222). They also 
assembled and mounted the 400 
electric luminarias which outline 


the building in a soft candle-like 
glow* 

The Classified Chords, a re¬ 
cently organized Livermore Lab¬ 
oratory singing group under the 
direction of Ellen Cunningham 
(8233-2), will present an hour- 
long program of traditional carols 
tonight beginning at 7 p.m. The 
program, which will be presented 
from the steps of the administra¬ 
tion building, weather permitting, 
will be open to employees and 
their families, as well as the gen¬ 
eral public.

New Credit Union Statements 
Cause Some Raised Eyebrows 


Sandia employees these days 
are taking a second look at their 
quarterly Credit Union statements. 
The form has changed and at first 
glance it looks as though interest 
rates have skyrocketed< 

"Not so,” says Credit Union 
Manager Dale Bellamy, "Instead 
of showing only the monthly to- 
terest on the statement, our new 
system shows the total interest for 
the loan. Our rates are the same 
and are as low as or lower than 
any in New Mexico/’ 

By new system. Dale is referring 
to a new electronic bookkeeping 
machine that makes posting the 
transactions of the Credit Union 
on individual ledger cards a highly 
automated operation. 

The new machine is a recent pur* 
chase of the Sandia Laboratory 
federal Credit Union. 

"In any given month/* Dale 
says, "the number of enti’ies in¬ 
dexed in the ledgers averages 111,^ 
650. Installation of the new equip¬ 
ment has reduced the number of 
manual operations to 27,011 and 
has cut the processing time at 
least by half.” 

Utilizing this system, which has 
reduced operating costs of the 
Credit Union, meant also a change 
in the individual statements since 
the new machine must show total 
interest charges in order to per¬ 
form the rest of its amazing func¬ 
tions. 

As the operator inserts the ledg¬ 
er sheets into the machine, she 
punches on the keyboard the code 
number of the employee and the 
one entry of the new transaction. 
The machine does the rest. It elec¬ 


tronically positions the sheet, picks 
up the old balances which are 
stored on magnetic "stripes” on 
the back of ledger sheet, computes 
the new balances, prints the fig¬ 
ures and ejects the ledger sheet. 
All of this in a matter of a couple 
of seconds. 

The new operating procedure 
went into effect at the Credit Un¬ 
ion after a complete survey by 
Business Methods Department 
4110, The Credit Union was oper¬ 
ating at top capacity using the old 
equipment and during peak pe¬ 
riods, the staff of the Credit Un¬ 
ion was working double shifts to 
keep up mth the workload. It was 
the recommendation of 4110 that 
the new equipment and system be 
Instailed. It wUl level the current 
workload plus providing for future 
growth of the Credit Union. 

"After this initial shakedowm 
period using the new equipment 
and system/* Dale says, "we should 
be able to show substantial reduc¬ 
tion of operating costs plus im¬ 
proving the service we offer mem¬ 
bers,” 

One new service, which will be¬ 
gin next month, is to make avail¬ 
able statements of total Interest 
paid by members during the calen¬ 
dar year. Members will be mailed 
a form In Januaiy from which 
they can request the service, 

"Please don’t wait until the last 
minute before the income tax 
deadline,” Dale says, "If you want 
the interest statement, just fill out 
the form and mail it back to the 
Credit Union right away. You will 
receive your statement within a 
couple of weeks.**

Holiday Lights 

Los Altos Luminoria Display 
Will Again Attract Thousands 


Los Altos is a walled pueblo- 
style community of about 30 
homes perched on the West Mesa. 
The view of Albuquerque and the 
Sandia Mountains from Los Altos 
Is magnificent. 

Every year at Christmastime. 
Los Altos itself becomes a mag¬ 
nificent sight. The residents of the 
community, Including eight San¬ 
dia families, light some 6000 lum- 
inarias. The entire community — 
roofs, walks, walls and streets—^is 
outlined in the soft glow'ing lights 
of the luminarias. 

'This scene Is depicted on the 
Christmas card used by Sandia 
Corporation this year. 

To Jim Marsh (3423-2) and 
other members of the Los Al¬ 
tos Civic Association, the light¬ 
ing of the luminarias is a tra¬ 
dition that goes back 10 years in 
their community, 

"But the tradition of luminari¬ 
as,” Jim points out, "was started 
by the earliest Spanish settlers of 
the Southwest who lit small fires 
on Christmas Eve to guide the ar¬ 
rival of Joseph and Mary to the 
inn. This was usually part of a 
community Christmas pageant," 
Community participation at Los 
Altos Includes joint purchase of 
the 6000 candles and browm paper 
sacks to make the luminarias. plus 
every resident participating in the 
placement and lighting of the lu¬ 
minarias on Christmas Eve. 

"It takes about an holu^" Jim 
says, "after the bags have been 
prepared and if the vreather isn't 
too bad." 

When the luminarias are Ht, 
traffic through the community 
becomes practically bumper-to- 


bumper. Youngsters of Los Altos 
direct the cars through the curv¬ 
ed streets. For the past couple 
of years, Los Altos has been one 
cf the highlights of the Albu¬ 
querque Chamber of Commerce- 
sponsored Christmas lighting 
tour. As many as 13 busloads of 
people have made the tour.
